Not long thereafter, a Major Yevasyev (fnu) presented himself to the Chamber 
as the officer in question.

In early ccnferences. with Wanschura and other officials, Yevseyey roousested 
in the name of the Economic Division of the Soviet Elemeit that a connlete 
report on industrial production in Lower Austria covering the years 1%6 and 
1947 be sutmitted to him by the middle of February 1948. This request tas to 
cover all industries firm by firm, and the figures were tc be compared with 
those for 1937, the last "normal" year, In. addition, the \wantities of ray 
mitertals sctuslly delivered to Lover Austrian industries 41 1946 ard 1947 
were to be shown and compared with the quantities necessary for 50%, 75%, and 
full capacity production. hen asked why the Soviet Element wanted this re- 
port, Yavesyev replied thet it was "needed for the preparation of sn account 
shortly to be presented to the Allied Commission."
